United States, openly gi 
jzed and equipped, marched from these States 
in the broad light of day, to aid a rebel prov¬ 
ince in its contests with a country with which 
we were bound in a covenant of peace. Arms, 
ammunition, supplies, were continually for¬ 
warded without disguise; from Cincinnati 
alone, two companies were despatched, and 
here commissions were made out by some of 
our own citizens which were subsequently 
ratified by the Texan authorities. Meantime, 
it is a notorious fact that the Government oi 
the Union contented itself with empty procla¬ 
mations, and took no decisive measures to ar¬ 
rest these unfriendly ami treacherous pro¬ 
ceedings. Without this aid from the United 
States, Texas could not have achieved her ip- 
dependence. 

Let this brief review of the Texas move¬ 
ment show how much truth there is in the of¬ 
ficial declaration ofJumes K. folk concern¬ 
ing “the long continued ami uuredressed 
wrongs and injuries committed by the Mexi¬ 
can Government on citizens of the United 
States.” A treaty was negotiated with Mex¬ 
ico, by which she bound herself to pay a sat¬ 
isfactory indemnity. Ami this she did, after 
the accomplishment of the Texan revolution 
by the perfidious arts and acts of certain citi- 
zens of the U. States. The stipulations of 
this treaty were faithfully fulfilled on her part, 
uutil it became evident that this Government 
was resolved to annex Texas to our Union.-- 
Such conduct, taken in connection with all 
that had gone before, and with the utter dis¬ 
respect shown to the claims ot Mexico tliro’- 
out the whole transaction, naturally gave her 
deep offence, and was regarded us just cause 
for the suspension of friendly relations be¬ 
tween the two countries. Ami it was just 
cause, not in itself alone, but as the consum¬ 
mation of a great movement which had been 
carried on by the citizens ot this country, 
against the peace and honor of Mexico, and 
the integrity of her territory.* 

Can any reasonable, right-minded man, 
doubt for a moment, that in all this transac¬ 
tion, we were the aggressors iu the very worst 
sense of the term? 

Now add to this the facts, that this move¬ 
ment was commenced and carried on by the 
slaveholders; that slavery was re-instituted in 
its most flagrant forms, and rendered perpet¬ 
ual the moment the revolutionists obtained 
the power; that this territory of Texas has 
always been sought expressly for the benefit 
of slaveholders; that the policy ot its annex¬ 
ation was grounded by John Tyler, his Sec¬ 
retary, John C. Calhoun, and by all of its 
original, ami most proiniuent advocates, on 
the necessity of counteracting the anti-slavery 
policy of Britain, balancing the free States, 
and completing the bulwarks of slavery; ami 
that finally, the slaveholders obtained on it."

i8th, Mr. Black wrote that the Mexican Gov¬ 
ernment “is very anxious to know when 
they may expect the envoy from the United 
States.” 

November 4th, he writes to Mr. Buchanan 
—“1 wish this government may stand, as I 
think it well disposed to arrange all matters 
dispute with the United States.”, 

Mr. Slidell in his communications-to Mr. 
Buchanan expressed the same opinion, and iu 
of his letters from Mexico said, that “the 
ipression here among the best informed per¬ 
ns is, that the President and his Cabinet 
e really desirous to enter frankly upon a 
negotiation which would terminate all their 
difficulties with the United States.” Let any 
intelligent man read the whole correspon¬ 
dence, and he will be convinced that the 
pressiou was well founded. 

2. As to the Government of Paredes.— 
There can be no dispute that this Government 
is more martial and spirited than that of He, 
rera; but hostile as it may appear, it has left 
the door open to proper advances on the part 
of the United States. In the reply of Mr. Cas¬ 
tillo y Lanzas to Mr. Slidell, dated March 
12th, declining to receive him as a Minister 
Plenipotentiary,the Mexican official distinct¬ 
ly announced the adhesion of the new Gov¬ 
ernment to the line of policy pursued by 
Herrera as to the mission from the United 
States, and while setting forth in strong lan¬ 
guage the wrongs of Mexico, took 
show that peace was still possible. 

“A lover of peace, she would wish 
off this Sad contingency; and without fearing 
war, she would desire to avoid so great a ca¬ 
lamity for both countries. For this she had 
offered herself, and will Continue to offer her¬ 
self, open to all honorable means of i 
tion, and she anxiously desires that the pres- 
eut controversy may terminate in a reasona¬ 
ble and decorous manner.” 

3. In view of all this, and of the facts re¬ 
vealed by the entire correspondence, we 
cannot for a moment doubt that President 
Polk has had, and now has it in his power, 

put an end io this miserable war at any time 
and adjust the controversy in a peaceful way. 
on terms satisfactory to the people of the 
United States. 

4. An exposition of the causes of the failure 
r the mission of Mr. Slidell will pli-“ ,h jj 
natter beyond'all doubt. 

‘September 17th, 1845, Mr. Buchanan writes 
:s follows to Mr. Bleak, the American Consul. 

“The President has directed me to instruct 
on, in the absence of any diplomatic agent 
.n Mexico, to ascertain from the Mexican 
Government whether they would receiv 
envoy from the United States, intrusted 
full power to adjust ail the questions ]; 
pate between the two Governments.” 

On the 13th October following, Mr. Black 
addressed Mr, Pena y Pena, the Me; 
Minister, on the subject, transcribing this por¬ 
tion of the letter of Air. Buchanan, with the 
immediate context. 

The friendly relations between the 
countries had been sundered by the questions 
m owing out of the Texan movement, and the 
Alexican Government, in its reply, confined 
the mission to these questions, as will be seen 
by the following extract from the response of 
the Mexican Minister dated October 15th, to 
note of the American Consul. 

In answer, I have to say to you, that al¬ 
though the Mexican nation is deeply injured 
bv the United States, through the actsr- 
mitted by them in the department of 1 < 
which belongs to this nation, my government 
is disposed to receive the commissioner 
of the United States who may come to this 
capital with full powers from his government 
to settle the present dispute in a peaceful, 
reasonable and honorable manner: thus giv- 
hiT a new proof that even in the midst of in¬ 
juries and of its firm decision to exact ade¬ 
quate reparation for them, it does not repe 
with contumely the measure of reason and 
peace to which it is invited by its adversary. 

‘ This language is explicit. The Mexican 
Government clearly considered the nnjjM*a- 
tion of Texas a casus belli, as it had previ¬ 
ously announced—it clearly proceeded in his 
acceptance of the overture of ^ Umtod 
States ou the assumption, not that tilt two 
countries sustained towards each other (he 
ordinary friendly relations, but that all such

This communication was brought by the ship 
St. Alary at Pensacola, and reached Washing¬ 
ton City by rhe Southern mail oil the evening 
of ihe 12 h of January.

Black no where intimates that grounds 
b an impression had not been given to 
the Mexican Government by himself and oth- 
If he so informed his own Government, 
Polk was inexcusable in the precipitate 
appointment of Air. Slidell before the meet¬ 
ing of Congress—if he did not, he deserves 
severe censure, inasmuch as his negligence 
seriously embarrassed a most important 
transaction. 

Thus far, the reader must see the anxiety 
of the Alexican Government to settle its con¬ 
troversies with the United States, peacefully 
—the peculiarly embarrassing and critical cir- 
istanees which compelled it to observe ex¬ 
treme circumspection in opening any negotia¬ 
nts—the entire reasonableness of its confin- 
ig its acceptance of the overture of the Uni¬ 
ted States, explicitly, to the appointment of a 
special .commissioner to settle the Texas dis- 
jnite—and the danger in which it was placed 
'w_thc premature arrival of Air. Slidell. 

The response to the guarded connhunica- 
ion of the Mexican Government, agreeing to 
•eceive “a commissioner” front the United 
States to settle^ “the present dispute,” was the 
immediate appointment by Air. Polk of a 
Minister Plenipotentiary to reside near the 
Alexican Government, with the ordinary cre¬ 
dentials! We present a copy of Mr. Slidell’s 
Letter of Credence! 

“JJiMES K. POLK, 

President of the United Slates of America. 
“Great and Good Friend: —1 have made 
choice of John Slidell, one of our distinguisb- 
jd citizens, to reside near the government of 
the Mexicali republic in the quality of envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary of 
the United States of-America. He is well in¬ 
formed of the relative interests of the two 
countries, and of our sincere desire to restore, 
cultivate, and strengthen friendship and good 
correspondence between us; and from a 
knowledge of his fidelity and good conduct, I 
have entire confidence that he will render 
himself acceptable to the Alexican govern¬ 
ment, by his constant endeavors to preserve 
ami advance the interest and happiness 
both nations, 1 therefore request yourexi 
lettcy to receive him favorably, and to give 
full credence to whatever he shall say on the 
part of ihe United Slates. And I pray God 
to have you in his safe and holy keeping. 

Written at the city of Washington the tenth 
day of November, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-five, 
and of the independence of the United States 
the seventieth,

Recollect, the Mexican Government had 
declared beforehand that the act of annexa¬ 
tion would be regarded as presenting a east 
belli —that on the consummation of the act, 
had recalled her -Minister, and suspended ei 
tirely all friendly relations to this country- 
ibat, iu language explicit and not to he mi 
taken, it had agreed merely to receive “ a cor.

Slidell, and say, whether it was not i 
gratuitous insult to the Mexican Government? 
How could that Government receive such a 
Minister, without stultifying itself? His re¬ 
ception would have been an admission that 
Mexico had done wrong in recalling her Min- 
actell foolishly in suspending friendly 
intercourse, entirely changed her mind in re- 
to annexation, and no longer regarded 
it as presenting a casus belli. And 
Government was not so stupid as not t< 
the hearings of such an act. No! 
sely because Mr. Polk wished to trick AI 
o into sue ii an admission, that he appointed 
Minister Plenipotentiary instead of a Cotn- 
lissiouer. It was the obstinacy of the Presi¬ 
dent on this point, and the act of marching the

Let us see what was the conduct of the 
Mexican Government. Under the eirentn- 
:s no one could have blamed it lor muti- 

.fir strong indignation at the conduct ol 

the President, but the fact that it betrayed 
none evinced its unfeigned anxiety for peace. 
Tbe Minister of Foreign Relations, inasmuch 
as the case presented a new aspect* laid it be¬ 
fore the Government Council. 

Such is the statement of Mr. Black to J 
Slidell iu a note dated December 15 h, in 
which he reports a conversation lie held with 
the Mexican Minister. -We quote the Un- 

glK Tie (the Minister) said when he came to 
examine the credentials of Mr. S. he topud 

them to be llie same as those presented by Mr - 
Shannon and other former ministers—as a 
minister to preside near tbe Government ol 
Mexico just as if there bad been no suspen¬ 
sion of the friendly and diplomatic relations

The Minister of Foreign Relations in a note 

to Mr. Slidell, December 16th, replying to a

Tbe same date,Mr. Pena y Pena addressed 
highly respectful note to Air. Buchanan, re¬ 
iterating tbe explanations giveu to Mr. Sli¬ 
dell, and agaiu declaring that 

“He would have the utmost satisfaction in 
treating with Mr. Slidell, as soon as he should 
have presented credentials which authorize 
’ ii exclusively to settle the differences ex- 
ing between the two countries. If this ob¬ 
ject could be attained, there would be no in¬ 
convenience then in receiving him in the 
diaracter of minister resident near the gov- 
iriiuient of the undersigned.” 

Air. Slidell, in a letter to Air. Buchanan, 
dated February 6ib, transmits to hitu a copy 
ofihecommunication with which Penay Pena 
broitted the credentials of Air. Slidell to the 
,unci I of Government. It reiterates the rea- 
n why in the opinion of the Government 
r. Slidell ought not to be received as a Min- 
ter Plenipotentiary, but closes with a decla¬ 
ration, that “it will admit the Commissioner 
whenever he may present himself in coinplt- 
with the conditions wanting in the cre¬ 
dentials as above-mentioned.” 

Aleamime, the revolution had taken place, 
and the Alilitary Despotism of Parades been 
stablfffied. Air. Slidell was directed toayail 
imself of the proper moment, as the Govern- 
leitt of Parades was an entirely new one, to 
make a formal demand upon it to be received. 
The great object of Air. Buchtfilan as stated 
in his instructions to Mr. Slidell,was to throw 
“the whole odium of the failure upon the 
Mexican Government;” so to act, it t the 
American people, in the event of this failure, 
might be united in warlike measures against 
Mexico; and he directs Air. Slidell to “take 
care to act with such prudence and firmness 
that it may appear manifest to the people of 
thk U. States and to the world, that a re 
could not he honorably avoided.” And 
ta'jnly, from the character of the whole l 
action, we verily believe that the great object 
rvas to keep up appearances, while at tbe same 
time Air. Polk and his Secretary knew that 
they were requiring of the Mexican Govern¬ 
ment what it could not with any self-respect 
or reason, accede to. 

Thus, we have seen that so far ns the Gov¬ 
ernment of Herrera was concerned, the mis¬ 
sion ol Mr. Slidell failed, because Air. Polk 
would persist in forcing upon Alexico a Alin- 
ister Plenipotentiary, which the Government 
of that country had never agreed to receive, 
and could not receive, without self-degrada¬ 
tion, YVe have seen too, that all ihe while, it 
was the anxious desire of the Alexican Gov¬ 
ernment to receive a commissioner to settle 
the great question in dispute, on amicable 
terms, a desire which Air. Polk and his seen 
tary would not listen to, although such an a; 
point me nt could not have compromised in an 
way the dignity, rights or interests oftheUn 
ted States. On Air. Polk then rests the whole 
blame and fearful responsibility of the failu 
ofthe mission of Mr. Slidell to the Government 
of Herrera. 

It had been made an indispensibie condition 
by the Mexican Government, when it agreed 
to receive a commissioner from the United 
States, that tho naval force of this country )y- 
iug in sight of the-porc of Vera Cruz should 
be = withdrawn. “Its presence,” said Mr. Pe¬ 
na y Pena, in his note of the 15th October, 
“would degrade Alexico, while she is receiv¬ 
ing the commissioner, and would justly sub¬ 
ject the United States to the imputation of 
contradicting by acts the vehement desire of 
conciliation, peace and friendship which is 
professed and asserted by words.” 

The condition was complied with, and tbe 
subsequent Correspondence shows that it w 
the solemn understanding between the t 
Governments, that Mexico during the pendi 
cy of negotiations should be entirely relieved 
from the presence ofthe navies or armies of 
ihe Unit ed States, iu any position which could 
be constructed as indicating a purpose 
awe her. 

Had there been a sincere desire on the pari 
of Mr. Polk to secure a peaceable settlement 
of the dispute, this understanding whold have 
been rigidly adhered to. On the very best 
supposition possible that can be made for hiru 
be territory between the Nueces and Rio 
ji ande, was debatable ground—it is notorious 
that the Mexicans had possession—to march 
troops to its Eastern bank, and place a Mexi- 
;an town upon its opposite bank under the 
:o in maud of our guns, would certainly be as 
hostile aud threatening a demonstration as the 
presence of the United States force before Ve- 
ta Cruz.— What then bad the American Peo¬ 
ple a right to demand from Air, Polk?

Now, what are ihe facts? 

Under date of the 17th ot December A1 
Slidell communicated to Air. Buchanan infor¬ 
mation of the difficulties his mission hud 
countered, described the weakness of the 
Government and disiruetion of the Country, 
expressed the opinion that a revolution “be¬ 
fore the meeting” was “a probable event—a 
change of ministers almost a certain one,”antl 
said— 

“A refusal to treat with, or even receive tnt 


itbout waiting, therefore, to see whether 
Air. Slidell would be received, or, to ascertain 
in tbe event ofthe revolution confidently an¬ 
ticipated, whether the new Government would 
lie willing to receive the minister, Air. Polk, 
in the face of the correspondence, pledging 
him in the opening of the negotiation to abstain . 
from all'hostile demonstrations, ordered ihe 
army ot the United States to take position in a 
territory which even he could not claim to be 
other than disputable ground,so as to command 
Matamoras; a movement which he knew 
would necessarily embarrass, if not utterly 
forbid any farther negotiation! And vet, we 
e to believe that Mr. Polk was sincere hi his 
ofessions of a fervent desire to restore peace 
between the two countries. 

The American people ought to feel them¬ 
selves insulted by so gross an attempt to mys- 
;ify them into the belief of a falsehood. 

But, there is a consideration which places 
his act ofthe President beyond the reach of 
tny pailialioja. Tbe leriitory between the 
Nueces and tile Rio Grande, is and always 
Mexican territory. The Texans 
r held itexeept on paper. The pie- 
text for their claim to it is, a treaty with San- 
Anna, when he was taken a prisoner of | 
War,—disavowed immediately by the Mexi- 
in Congress, and by Santa Anna himseB 
hen released front confinement. Several 
tnes have the Texans endeavored to conquer 
te territory; but always without success.— 
It has always been occupied and governed 
by Alexicans. Iu the valley of tbe Rio Grande, 
the desert and the river, ihere is a 
population of 50,000 people, ail Spaniards, 
and among the most loyal of all the Alexicans. 
The more reasonable and best informed of the 
leaders and friends of tbe Texan 
have themselves pronounced the 
pretensions of Texas to that territory, ground- 
i and absurd. In what light then are we 
•egard the act of Air. Polk iu taking poss- 
iott of ibis territory pending an effort at 
peaceful negotiation, an effort, the success of 
hich was, by the consent of both parties, 
made to depend upon abstinence, not from ag¬ 
gression alone,but even the appearance of hos¬ 
tility or menace 


Every honest, unprejudiced mind must ad¬ 
it, that throughout the whole transaction 
down to the time when actual hostilities broke 
it, our Administration was the continual ag- 
essor—that it could at any time have had 
iace, without any concession of ils dignity, 
the rights of the country,but.that it preferred 
ar aud provoked it. 

But, what were its reasons? Perhaps we 
have no right to pronounce dogmatically upon 
the motives of men; still we have a right to 
reason from effects to their ca'uses. Let us 
see what could be accomplished by a war with 
Alexico. 

Extreme-ground is taken on the Oregon 
question, ground that cannot be maintained 
without war, A large portion of Mr. Polk’s 
party holds him to tbe pledge of the Baltimore 
Convention, and raises the war cry. But a 
war with Britain is full of peril, especially to 
the Bun lit—and after all, the object would be 
only to gain a few degrees ot territory to the 
free States. Now a war with Alexico will 
gratify the war spirits—must produce such 
an excitement that the Oregon question will 
lose its importance—even the ultras of the 
party will see the reasonablenei 
promise rather than have two foes 




And then, Upper California, with a richer 
country, a bettor climate, and safer barbors 
than Oregon can boast, and Nevy Alexico, 
the possession of which would give.us the 
complete command of tbe Santa Fe trade, 
would be fill- more than equivalents for a 
few degrees of savage wilderness on the 
North. 

Aud then, by such acquisitions, Mr. Polk 
would signalize himself through all 
the designs of England and Fi ance would be 
utterly baffled. 

And finally, amid movements so grand, and 
requiring expenditures so vast,the 'I arift ques¬ 
tion, the rock on which it was expected the 
Party would split, is avoided—Pennsylvania 
is satisfied, and the South is content—and the 
whole party i< 
ital oh vv hich 
ascendancy. 

Such considerations, we believe, have aotu- 
ed the Administration in commencing this 
carreer of aggression and conquest.

W hereas, the interest of New Hampshire 
have been opposed, disregarded, aud compro¬ 
mised in reference to that policy which opens 
to the farmer a near and ready market for his 
produce, stimulates enterprize, rewards in¬ 
dustry, developes skill, employs labor, and 
fills the land with a thri ving and” happy popu¬ 
lation: and, whereas, the feeliRgs and princi¬ 
ples of her citizens, on the great question's of 
human liberty and human rights, have been 
perversely misrepresented, as to make them 
ein to be the advocates aud champions of 
slavery : and because the eagernss for terrifo- 
ial acquisition, in order to multiply nevy 
states, with forms of government making ’ 
slavery therein perpetual, evinces a conspira¬ 
cy to extend the hateful institution, aud to 
protect and confirm it by "additional ties and 
fresh securities; whereby the expectation of 
the friends of liberty, who believed that, un¬ 
der tbe beneficent influence of our compact 
atid form of union, the foul blot of slavery 
would, at no distant period, be effaced from 
our national escutcheon, have been grievous¬ 
ly disappointed: Therefore, 

Resolved, That pending the choice of an 
individual to represent this State in the Con¬ 
gress ofthe United States, it is expedient to 
declare, that tbe policy of protecting Ameri¬ 
can free labor against unfair competition with 
the cheaper labor of other nations, ought to 
be sustained : and as every man is born free, 
and has an equal right to life, liberty and the 
of happiness, we do further solemnly 
disclaim, in behalf of the people of New 
Hampshire, all sympathy with that odious 
system of oppression which robs him of these 
inestimable blessings, and asserts the mon¬ 
strous doctrine that one titan may rightfully 
hold and use another as his property: such 
abominable principles being at war with the 
inalienable rights of man, abhorrent to every 
feeling of humanity, aud repugnant to every 
dictate of religion and morality. 

Mr. Haddock in the chair, Air. Hale.moved 
to amend, by striking out all after the word, 
“Whereas,” and insert the following: 

Whereas, the government of the United 
States of America, by its recently avowed 
policy of extending their territory and annex¬ 
ing a foreign nation, for the express purpose 
of strengthening arid perpetuating human 
slavery, have placed its as a people before the 
world in the humiliating and disgraceful atti¬ 
tude of supporters and defenders of a system 
of oppression odious to every friend ofiiberty 
and abhorrent to every principle of humanity 
and religion; and whereas, the constant, pro¬ 
gressive and increasing encroachments ofthe 
slave power have become so formidable and 
imperious, that forbearance ceases to be a 
virtue, aud to be silent is to be False to the 
great interests of Liberty, therefore 

Resolved, by the Senate and House of Rep- 
•esentatives, in General Court convened. 
That New Hampshire solemnly aud deliber¬ 
ately announces and reiterates her abiding 
ltd unchanging adherence to the great pritt- 
iples ofthe declaration of our Revolutionary 
Fathers, that “All men are created equal,” 
re-asserted in the first article ofthe Bill of 
Rights of our own constitution: that she de- 
her firm determinatiou,that,in the great 
contest now being waged between Slavery and 
Freedom, her voice shall be beard on the side 
ottlte Free: that she pledges her cordial sym¬ 
pathy, and, within tbe limits of her constitu¬ 
tional action, her co-operation with the ft tends 
Of civil liberty throughout the land, in every 
just and well directed effort, for the suppres- 
' m and extermination of that terrible scornge 
onr race, Human Slavery. 

Air. Hale said the time had come for the 
ople to act upon this question of -Human 
berty. The issue is forced upon us—we 
cannot now be inactive. To remain inactive, 
to act. To act basely, cowardly, dishonor- 
ly. It has been asked “What has the North 
do with Slavery?” The question should 
be, What has the North to do with Liberty? 

Hale thanked God he spoke for no 
party. He implicated no man in wbat he 
might say. He was an “imprudent man,”— 
an “impracticable politician.” Whathftsthe 
North to do with Slavery?

Mr. Willey:— My attention line been 
called of Into to the subject of abolition, and I 
nm anxious for information. I do not cor¬ 
rectly understand your position, I fear, nr as! 
j understand it, there seem to me to he some 
inconsistencies which I should like to have 
explained. Perhaps it inightsave me the ne¬ 
cessity of exposing my ignorance by imperti¬ 
nent and foolish questions, and enlighten both 
myself and many others, who are anxious to 
lie right when we know what right is, if we 
could see distinctly stated what we were cx- 
! peeled to do, in acting With you or the Liber¬ 
ty Party. 

The point that I at present nm unable to fully 
see into, is, the rightlulness and expediency of 
ipofilicaf action note, for the unremunemled 
j emancipation of slaves in tho District of Col¬ 
umbia and the Territories. 

I cahoot find in abolitionist hooks so much 
immediately to this point, us I can to points on 
which I am more orthodox ns regards your 
sentiments. I would like some information 
j on the subject through the columns of your 
paper, with the liberty of stating further such 
objections as may be still suggested to my 
mind. -S. 

We have not time or space to answer our 
ATorrespomlunt at length. The expediency of 
political action for the abolition of slnvery, 

: arises from the fact that no other action can 
! do the work. Moral and religious action are 
necessary, because they prepare the people for 
political action. Slavehulding is to be de¬ 
stroyed, like all other crimes, by the enforce¬ 
ment of valid law. And whatever relates to 
the execution of law, is political. Hence, 
nothing but pdlit.cal action can ever destroy 
slavery. 

As to remuneration, we nrc iu favor of it, 
decidedly. If our correspondent bad been 
compelled to labor years for another, and had 
received nothing for it, he would want remu¬ 
neration. So we think those iu the South 
who have always lived by robbing the slaves 
of all their earnings, should be compelled to 
remunerate. 

Auti.Slavery Meeting iu Philadelphia. 

In compliance wiih a call issued by the 
Synod of Indiana, n Convention composed uf

Christian character. 

Hesotocd, That the enslaving of human 
beings or bolding them a- slaves, ought to he 
ireutud at disciplinable olluuce in the Chris¬ 
tian Church, and that no person persisting iu 
this offence after due instruction und admoni¬ 
tion, ought tu he received or retained within 
its fellowship. 

Resolved, That the arguments of late 
adduced from social evils uud oiguuic sins to 
j screen those who are guilty of their pruuiice 
from church censure, are dangerous III their 
j tendency, lining calculated to quiet the con¬ 
science of the sinner, und that liiose who are 
{guilty of those siiis will, without repeiiitinc , 
certainly meet the retribution of Huuveu. 

Resolved, That u provisional committee oi 
Messrs. Dickuey, Pliel|?», Caleb, Clark,Cleve¬ 
land, Stephens and Filch, he appointed, with 
discretionary power la enlarge ibeir number, 
whose duty it shell he tu correspond with

We march io-inorrow for Burita, where we 
shall lie stationed for a short lime and pre¬ 
pare for operations in the interior of Upper

Troops are arriving daily, and there is no 
more io he feared by famine from ihe large 
accumulation of our o>vu forces than from an 
engagement with that of the enemy. 

The men at the Point are much debilitated 
by a severe flux, so much so as to render them 
almost totally untie for service; hut few will 
lie able to march from here to Burita. They 
need better water, a change of food, and more 


Gen. Taylor will not move into the interior 
until he has collected more stores and estab¬ 
lished depots along (he route of march—to 
da which in the hurried and pressed transac¬ 
tions of business here, will require weeks if 
not months. 

It is reported by the captain of the “Sea,” 
just from to Rio, that a party of 500 Mexican 
taneheros crossed to this side of the river yes¬ 
terday, and were now ranging to the east and 
south of Fort Brown.
